THE Secretary of War, upon the recommendation 
of Quartermaster General Holabird, bas authorized 
the manufacture of a quantity of coats and trousers 
for experimental issue to troops stationed in hot 
climates during the summer season. We are glad 
to note that the efforts of late years in this direction 
are now likely to bring about successful results and 
we shall look forward with interest to the outcome 
of the experiments. 








THe New York Herald, referring to the necessity 
for thorough rifle practice, caustically remarks: 
‘‘This practice is avery necessary thing to equip 
properly a man whose duty it is to shoot when told 
to. There are many men who can shoot, but there 
aie not so -many who can hit what they shoot at. 
This was demonstrated very conclusively at the out- 
break of the Civil War by the volunteers, who shot 
thousands of tons of lead into the air instead of into 
the bodies of their friends the enemy.” 








OrFIcers of the Army and Navy who groan when 
they observe the way in which their senicrs loiter 
on the road to the retiring ages of 64 and 62, may 
turn for comfort to the Revenue Marine Service in 
reference to which an officer of that Service writes 
us as follows: ‘‘ Few die, none resign—a Revenue 
Marine captain seems to defy death and the grave— 
and such wonderful examples of longevity would 
be hard to surpass in any other branch of the Ser- 
vice. One captain was born in 1800 and is hale and 
hearty to-day; another is clcse on to 90; others are 
well up in the eighties, doing nothing but retaining 
their places on the roster.” 








REPRESENTATIVE STEELE says he has received sev- 
eral hundced letters from Army officers n support 
of his bill for the reorganization of the Army. He 
has heard but few adverse criticisms with the ex- 
ception of some complaints that one of the provi- 
sions is too much in the interest of artillery officers 
and that great hardships will follow the passage of 
that provision to cut down the pay of certain re- 
tired officers. He contemplates adopting General 
Wheeler’s proposition to increase the number of 
artillery regiments to seven, in lieu of the plans pro- 
posed in his bill for the reorganization of this arm. 
The sub-committee is still waiting to hear from the 
Secretary of War before further considering the bill. 








A CORRESPONDENT sends us a nowspaper para- 
graph which has been going the roun¢s for some 
time conceraing the ‘“‘ gallant 4ist Kentucky volun- 
teers,” which is supposed to be still in the Service 
through some failure to muster them out. We 
observed the paragraph in our exchanges some time 
ago, but gave it no attention for the reason that 
the explanation of the fact that the 41st had never 
been mustered out was the very simple one that they 
had never been mustered in. The regimental num- 
bers among the Kentucky volunteer infantry during 
the war went as high as the 55th; but two of them, 
the 6th and 7th, were borne by battalions, and 
eleven organizations were never completed, viz.: 
the 29th, 31st, 36th, 88th, 4ist, 42d, 43d, 44th, 46th, 
50th, 5ist. Besides the infantry, Kentucky had 
seventeen regiments of cavalry and five independent 


batteries of artillery.

In a descriptive list of ‘‘Dese1ters,” received this 
week from the Headquarters of the Recruiting Ser- 
vice, U. S. Army, we find recorded the names of 
204 deserters. Of this number 161, or more than 
two-thirds, were recruits who never got farther than 
the rendezvous or depots; 18 were from the En- 
gincer Battalion, and the remaining 25 from regi- 
ments of the line. That this large number of re 
cruits should desert so soon after enlistment is a 
peculiar phase, and one well worth looking into. 
Perhaps one cause may be the monotony and isola- 
tion of the recruiting-depot, which perhaps does not 
come up to the recruit’s ideal of a soldier’s life, nor 
give him the best idea of what his military career is 
to be. Perhaps if recruits on enlistment were 
drafted at once to regiments and there broken in, 
in the old-fashioned way, the result might be differ- 
ent. 








In presenting their new scheme of naval pay the 
committee having the matter in charge argue that 
an officer should be entitled to a reasonable amount 
of leave on full shore pay, and that, after this very 
liberal allowance is exhausted, if he elects to re- 
main longer unemployed, or if the Navy Depart- 
ment does not consider his assignment to duty ds 
manded by the public good, he will receive a con 
siderably reduced compensation. It is further 
argued that, insomuch as only a small percentage of 
tbe officers are on leave or waiting orders at any 
time, their aggregate pay will not be diminished by 
, the proposed bill. The benefit to the Service wili 
be in the longevity increase for all grades below 
commodore. No comparison, the committee state, 
is made between the present or proposed pay of the 
line and that of the staff officers of the Navy, the 
officers of the Army, or of the Marine Corps; nor is 
there any intention of attacking directly or indi- 
rectly the pay or emoluments of those classes. 





THE members of the Royal United Service Iusti- 
tution of London are seeking a new home, being 
obliged to vacate the one they now occupy in White- 
hall Yard for which they pay the Government 
$J,000 per year as a set off against an annual grant 
of $3,000 made from the public funds. The insti- 
tution has a vonsiderable amount of funded pro- 
perty, and Broad Arrow proposes that it should 
erect a building to cost about $150,000 and trans- 
form itself into an institution in some measure 
similar to the Cercle Militaire of Paris. To this all 
officers of the French Army are eli,ible and it offers 
them the advantages of a military mess, besides 
giving instruction through the medium of lectures 
on military subjects. The membership of the United 
Service Institution is 4,281. A calculation made a 
few years since showed that only 11 percent. of the 
officers of the Navy, and 17 per cent. of the officers 
of the Regular Army and Auxiliary Forces sub- 
scribed. The entrance fee is $5 and the annual dues 
are $5. The institution possesses a most interesting 
museum of aris, both ancient and modern, and of 
objects collected and presented by travellezs from 
all parts of the world, a very perfect set of maps 
and charts, and the best naval and military library 
in England, consisting of over 20,000 volumes. Its 
foundation dates from 1881, when a call was issued 
in London for the establishment of a ‘‘ Naval and 
Military Museum,” with the announcement that, 
| ‘this important undertaking has received the graci- 
ous sanction of the King, who has consented to be- 

His Grace, the Duke of Welling- 
‘ ton, has accepted the office of vice-patron and the 
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Institution already enrols among its presidents and 
vice-presidents many of the most distinguished 
names in beth arms of the United Service.” The 
first general meeting of the Institution was held at 
the Thatched House, St. James St., June 25, 1831, 
and 1,000 officers joined immediately. 








EvERYTHING is topsy-turvy in and around the 
War Department this week. Nearly every office 
and division of the Department is on the move. 
Those that are already in the inside are changing 
into new quarters, and all those on the outside are 
comingin. In a fortnight order will have been 
evolved out of chaos, and the wheels of the military 
branch of the Government will be running along as 
smoothly as ever. 

A most glowing description is given of the in- 
terior of the new wing of the State, War and Navy 
Department Building, upon which nearly fifty 
artist decorators have been at work for five months. 
‘* Nearly every color known to the painter's palette 
has been brought into requisition, and the designs 
being all original and appropriate, have been pre-~ 
pared with an eye to rich and sumptuous effect. 
The two handsomest rooms are those on the second 
floor intended for the Secretary of War,” the cost 
of which is about $6,000. The reporter who des- 
cribed these found himself unequal to picturing the 
effect of the ‘‘ highly colored splendor” of other 
rooms, one of which is to be occupied by Adjutant- 
General Drum and second by his chief clerk. This 
last is ‘‘ a symphony in purple.” . Another room has 
walls ‘‘ like a changeable silk,” appearing in differ- 
ent colors when the light strikes them at different 
angles. ‘*Commissary-General Macfeely will trans- 
act business in a room tinted like chocolate, with 
its ceiling prettily frescoed and with its walls orna- 
mented with fancy borders. Paymaster-General 
Rochester will be surrounded by olive tints. Gen. 
Duane, Chief of Engineers, will have his desk in 
the centre of a room in which light green predomi- 
nates, and General Benét’s room has buff as its 
principal color. These rooms are also elaborately 
and richly ornamented.” The total cost of the new 
building will be but httle over ten millions of dol- 
lars. The capitol at Albany has cost fourteen mil- 
lions, will require several millions more to complete 
it, and the ceiling of the principal room, the Assem- 
bly Chamber, 1s expected to fall at any moment and 
deprive the State of New York of one of the co- 
ordinate branches of its Legislature. It may be, 
however, that some advantages are derived from 
keeping the legislators in the position of Damecles, 
The New York Tribune suggests that with a ceiling 
hanging over them which constantly threatens to 
fall ‘‘they would be continually in a state of spirit- 
ual exaltation, having all the essential character- 
‘istica of death-bed repentance. They would legis- 
late with one eye on the ceiling, it is true, but the 
other could be firmly turned in the direction of the 
public good, and there would be no eye left to look 
towards the lobby. No man would allow himself 
to be influenced by corrupt considerations iu voting 
for a bill if he believed that the next moment a 
twenty-ton chip of granite might take him between 
the shoulder-blades.”” We would not be so irrever- 
ent as to suggest that our War and Navy Depart- 
ment officials need such an admonition to secure 
their constant attention to the needs of the much 
asking Services. It is clear that Colonel Casey did 
not think so, for he bas not provided it; but then he 
is a War Department official himself.

MANUAL FOR THE HOSPITAL CORPS. 


Tue manuscript of the “ Manual for Drill and In- 
struction for the fospital Corps of the U. S. Army” 
was sent to the Public Priuter from the Surgeon- 
Gen-ral's office lace last week and work on the 
illustrations which will accompauy the letier press 
ie being carried on as rapidly as possible. At the 
Surgeon-Geoerai's office this wauual 1s regarded, io 
its present state, as being a provisional matter, and 
if after trial and experience under the varying re- 
quirements of actual service, the changes made will 
enable the U. 3. to adopt it as a permanent addition 
to the already efficient Hospital Corps of our land 
forces. This valuable work has been mainly gotten 
up by Major Charles L. Heizmwann, Surgeon, U. 8S. 
Army, and will be fully illustrated by clearly drawn 
cuts prepared in the office of the Surgeon-General. 
The underlying plan in this manual has been adop- 
ted from the experience and rules of the Ambu 
lance Corps of the Army of the Potomac, and when 
fully completed and adopted will be entirely Ameri- 
ean in its eeope and details. In view of the pressure 
of work at the Public Printing Office, it is not likely 
that this important work will be through the press 
and ready for distribution for some time, but itscome- 
pletion willmark ao era in the care and assistance 
of the wounded ia battle, and the rules contaioed in 
this mapyal will make a most important and valu- 
able adjunpt to the already excellent Medical De- 
partment of the Army.

TWO VALUABLE LECTURES. 


Capt, &. A. Day. U. 8. Army, lectured on the sub- 
ject of The Rifle.” before the Polytechnic section 
of the A verican lLnstitute, at (linton Halil, New 
York city, Thursday evening, Feb. 9. 

He gave a brief and iuteresting historical sketch 
of the invention, or rather “discovery” of the rifle, 
exhibited types of tbe various rifles now in use by 
sportsmen as well as those with which the various 
armies of the world are equipped; showed the result 
of firing the ordinary black and so-called sinokeless 
powders, and by way of illustrating the marvelous 
possibilities of the modern rifle in skillful hands, 
sbowed and explained some of the feats of Dr. Car- 
ver and Buffalo Bill. 

The feature of the lecture that excited most inter- 
est was the exhibition of an electric rifle, with 
which be fired different kinds of powder, explaining 
its principles and advantages, and closing with the 
expression of the opinion that this was “the fire-arm 
of the future.” 

The room was filled and the lecture was listened 
to with the greatest interest by an inte)ligent au- 
dience, which included representatives of some of 
the foreign armies. Capt. Day was plied with ques- 
tions asthe end of his remarke, allof which be an- 
swered with great readiness and clearness. The 
lecture was one of the mest interesting which has 
been delivered in New York this winter, and con- 
tained information of great value to sportsmen, as 
well as soldiers. Tbe reasons why the rotation of 
the rifie bullet tends to give accuracy of flight was 
explained very fully and intelligently. 








The subject of “our naval reserve and the neces- 
sity for its organization” was very intelligently and 
exhaustively treated by Capt. Augustus P. Cooke, 
io a lecture delivered before the New York Branch 
of the U. 8. Navel Institute on Foereter evening. 
He stated tbat the Naval Institute, through its 
Board of Control, has recently determined to 
throw the weight of its influence in favor of the es- 
tabliahment of a naval reserve, and to open itearena 
for diseussing the uréfulness and necessity of such a 
force, as wellas the manneria which it should be 
orsanized, drilled and instrueted in order to bring 
ubout the beet possible results. Capt. Cooke sug- 
gested that a fine ship’s company, completly offi- 
cered, could be recruited iu New York at once from 
officers and men in civi) life, who have served tbeir 
time in the regular Navy. 

They could use the Minnesotz for a training-ship. 
He said: “At some convepieni season they might be 
drafted fora brief cruise afloat. Something of this 
nature could be readily carried out also at other 
plavesa. Why vot organize into ship's companies and 
let the officers look after the details of the work? 
They will do it willingly, and are only too anxious 
for the opportunity. In some such wey, it strikes 
me, a Naval Reserve might be instituted without 
aby very great expense, and to the great satiefac- 
tion of sll concerned. Our revenue marine might 
be recruited from the Navy, forming a trained re- 
serve ut all times ready for service. Every enlisted 
man of god character, after baving served a suffi- 
cient number of continuous enlistments in the Navy 
—say three—mieht be eligible. upon recommenda- 
tion, for the revenue marine, as a reward for taith- 
ful conduct. And this service, after being Pe geen! 
attached to the Navy, might be increased and util- 
ized for guarding our coast and instructing the re 
serves.”

BRITISH experieuce seems to be similar to our own, 
for the Broad Arrow, ———s for the Britizh 
Navy, says: “Our most modern and powerful armor- 
clads are at present of no use because thefr guns are 
not ready, and it is therefore misleadiog to describe 
them as fighting ships until they have been supplied 
with a fightiug armament. And this brings us at 
once to our present position in regard to our 
strength numerically in the Royal Navy. Approxi 
mately, judging from recent returns, the entire 
strength of the English Navy, including eeamwen of 
the fleet, roval marines, 4,000 boys in training, naval 
reserve, and naval volunteers, does not come up to 
90,000; while Italy, our — ally in the Mediter- 
raneaD, can count on at least 250,000, of whom 150,000 
are seamen. This would give an aggregate of 330,000 
English and Italian seamen and marines to man the 
combined fleets; while the numerical strength of the 
Frencb Navy may be set down at 180,000, of whom 
about 70,000 are seamen.”

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THE HISTORY OF OUR TACTICS. 


THE Board appointed to revise the Army Tactics 
have a formidable task before them, if they propose 
to sift all the suggestions for changes and improve- 
ment which have been transmitted to the War De 
partment. Upton’s Tactics appear to have -been 
peculiarly provocative of these, and there is an 
accumulation of them sufficient to fill a Saratoga 
trunk. It will probably require at least a year for 
the Board to reach any conclusion, unless it should 
be sufficiently impressed with some one of the com- 
plete systems submitted to adopt it in its entirety. 
Upton’s Tactics have held their ground now fcr 
twenty-one years, having been adopted in 1867. 
Scott’s Tactics were in use for the same length uf 
time, from 1884 to 1855, and the Tactics of Baron 
Steuben still longer, from 1779 to 1812. Their use 
was continued in the militia until 1820, when Con- 
gress directed that the tactics of the militia be con- 
formed to those of the Regular Army. Previous to 
the arrival of Baron Steuben, our tactics were 
those of the British Army. These were copied 
from those introduced into the Prussian 
Service by Leopold I., Prince of Anhalt-Dessau. 
Of him Carlyle says: ‘‘He invented the iron 
ramrod; in fact, he is the inventor of modern mili- 
tary tactics. Even so, if we knew it, the soldiery 
of every civilized country still receives from this 
man, on the parade fields and battlefields, its word 
of command; out of his rough head proceeded the es- 
sentials of all that the innumerable drill sergeants, 
in various languages, daily repeat and enforce. He 
drilled to perfection, with assiduous rigor, the 
Prussian infantry to be the wonder of the world. 
He fought with them, too, in a conclusive manner 
and was at all times ready for fighting. He was at 
Malplaquet with them, he commanded them at 
Blenheim itself, he was at the Bridge of Cassano, 
where Eugene and Vendome came to hand grips 
and where old King Frederick rebuked Leopold 
angrily for his impetuosity in this matter and the 
sad loss of men. Then again he was at the storm- 
ing of the Lines of Turenne—Eugene’s feat of 1706, 
and a most volcanic business; he was the first man 
that got over the entrenchment there—foremost 
man; face all black with the smoke of gunpowder, 
only channelled here and there with rivulets of 
sweat.” 

_ So the tactics of Prince Leopold, the “Old Desean-. 
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er,” were tactics learned upon the battlefield, as were 
those of Baron Steuben which succeeded them. 
Steuben's Manual prepared for the Army was ap- 
proved by Congress in 1779, and again sanctioned 
when the new Constitution was adopted in 1792. 
These tactics going out ot print Inspector-General 
Alexander Smyth made an abridgement of Mac- 
Donald’s translation of the French tactics of 1791 
which was published under the sanction of the War 
Department. In 1813 Congress passed a resolution 
requesting the President ‘‘ to cause to be prepared 
and laid before Congress, as soon as practicable, a 
military system of discipline for the infantry of the 
Army.and militia of the United States.” Owing to 
the occupation of all the principal officers with the 
war, no action was taken on this resolution, and, 
so far'as tactics were concerned; our officers during 
the war with England were much in the position of 
the Hebrews at the time when there was no Kingin 
Israel and every man did what seemed good in his 
own sight. The French tactics translated by Mac- 
Donald, who understood neither French nor tactics, 
were republished in Boston by one Lecroix. With 
a copy of these, and a copy of the French original 
to correct them by, Scott instructed in person the 
two brigades of Brown’s Division in camp at Buffalo 
in 1814. Itis to that struction that the victories 
which followed are ascribed. 

This was our first introduction, in extenso, of the 
French system of tactics. In 1814 Congress, by 
resolution, asked for their revision, to adapt them 
to the requirements of our Army. A board was 
appointed for this purpose, consisting of General 
Scott, General Swift, Chief of Engineers; Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel J. R. Fenwick, of the artillery; Colonel 
Wm. Cumming, Adjutant General, and Colonel 
Wm. Drayton, of the 18th Infantry. The French 
tactics, as modified by this board and published by 
the War Department, are known as the ‘‘ Systenv of 
1815.” Previous to 1816 companies were known 
by the names of their captains, which were con- 
stantly changing, and so creating confusion. At 
the suggestion of Colonel C. K. Gardiner, the pres- 
ent plan of designating the companies by the letters 
of the alphabet was introduced. 

The “System” of 1815 being out of print, 
in .1825 another board was ordered, consisting of 
General Scott, Hugh Brady, Colonel of the 2d In- 
fantry; Johu R. Fenwick, Colonel 4th Artillery; 
Sylvanus Thayer, and Captain Wm. J. Worth, of 
the 2d Inf. The result was the ‘‘ System of 1825,” 
a modification of the Prussian tactics, coming to us 
through France, where they were first published in 
1791. A War Department order, issued in 1825, di- 
rected that in order to, conform to the new system 
of tactics the senior flank company in each regi- 
ment of infantry be designated as ‘‘ grenadiers,” 
and the second flank company as “ light infantry” 
or ‘‘ rifle company” as the colonel might elect. 

As the result of their experience with the tactics 
of 1791, during the Revolution and the wars of 
Napoleon, the French in 1827 resolved upon a modi- 
fication and several thousand men were organized 
into a camp of mancuvre at St. Omer, where ex- 
periments were conducted for several years. 
Guibert’s work resulted from these ‘experiments, 
and its publication in France in 1831 was followed 
in 1834 by an authorization by Congress of another 
revision of our system. Scott was called upon 
again and the result was thé adoption of ‘‘Scott’s 
Tactics,” whieh, as we have said, held their ground 
for 80 years. Then was introduced the custom Of 
placing the tallest men on the right, instead of on 
the right and left as before, and the countermarch- 
ing by colamn closed in mass in place of the old 
method of marching the alternate columns by flank 
outside of the column, and then making the 


countermarch. The dignity and formality of 
Scott became oppressive after a while, and 
the French experience in Algiers led to a 


call for something admitting of greater celerity 
of movement than was possible with slow and 
measured time, with toes pointed out and chin 
drawn in as thoagh aspiring to become a drum- 
major. So Brevet Lieutenant-Oolonel Wm. J. 
Hardee, Major 2d Cavalry, prepared under orders a 
modification of the French tactics for the, ‘‘ chas- 
seurs &-pied,”” These were partially adopted in 
1855 under the title of ‘‘ Rifle and Light Infantry 
Tactics,” Soott’s Tactics being still used for the 
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evolutions of the line. From the peculiarity of the 
double quick step Hardee’s Tactics were known as 
the ‘‘Shanghai Drill.” They introduced greater 
freedom of movement, but adhered to Scott’s Tactics 
in the principles of formation. The old method of 
obliquing, adapted only to men with one leg 
shorter than the other, was changed to the 
more rational halfface method. The right-about 
while marching, firing by ranks and the *‘ comrades 
in battle” principle were also introduced. The ten- 
dency of Hardee’s system was towards that individ- 
ualization of the soldier, which is being carried 
so far. 

But against Colonel Hardee’s name was inscribed 
the legend ‘‘ joined in the Rebellion against the 
United States,” and the modification of his system, 
known as ‘‘Casey’s Tactics,” was adopted early in 
the war. 

General Upton’s system, which followed in 1867, 
is based upon the foot drill for the artillery pre- 
pared by Barry and Hunt, in which inversions were 
dispensed with and blocks of men, called in artillery 
‘“‘detachments,” adopted as the unit of mancuvre, the 
block in Upton’s being the four files. The artil- 
lery officers contend that if Upton had gone 
further in adopting their tactics he would 
have fared better. Upton’s two wheels . and 
turnings are an unnecessary complication of their 
plan of one sort of wheel. The odd files might, 
too, they think have been disposed of in some 
more simple way, so as to avoid confusing his ex- 
planations for his all-important movement of wheel- 
ing of fours by those for the odd files. However, as 
it appears to be settled now that Upton is to be su 
perseded, we, in charity to a Board already over- 
burdened with suggestions, refrain from criticizing 
him. It is hardly to be assumed that toere is any 
defect in his system which microscopic investigation 
has not discovered. The necessity for change was 
made apparent to Upton himself, and at the time 
of his melancholy death in 1881 he was engaged in 
the work of revision. ‘“ To this revision,” says his 
biographer, Professor Peter S. Michie, ‘‘he had 
brought not ouly the learning and experience which 
he had gained in the preparation of his former edi- 
tion, but also a vast amount of information ae- 
quired from personal inspection of the armies of 
Europe and Asia.” He abandoned the deployment 
by fours and substituted a more direct, simple and 
rapid method. Upton’s manuscript was placed for 
completion in the hands of General Alexander 
and afterwards went to E. J. McOlernand, 
Lieutenant, 2d Cavalry, who says: ‘ Under- 
standing that the War Department contem- 
plaies a revision of the iniantry tactics, I con- 
ceived it proper to inform the Adjutant-General 
of the exitsence of the completed manuscript em- 
bodying a new system of tactics and to request that 
the system be examined by a Board of Army 
officers.” 

We presume the present Board will give proper 
consideration to the modified-Upton. It provides 
for three battalions of four companies each, with a 
provision for a less or greater number. The battal- 
ion movements comprise ‘‘column at half distance;” 
a line of double columns (the companies being in 
double columns of fours), and some admirable for- 
mations for street fighting. Some of the more com- 
plicated movements in the old tactics are greatly 
simplified or entirely omitted. The normal order in 
the school of the battalion is the skirmishing and 
the method of using heavy lines of skirmishers and 
advancing at a run from cover to cover 1s adupted 
throughout, the supports and reserves being used 
at the critical moment, by their impetus carrying 
the fighting line forward. If unable to move for- 
ward on a line, they work forward man by man, 
those in front protecting the advance of those in 
the rear by keeping down the enemy’s fire, If 
driven back, they rally on the support, which will 
bein line, uncovering its front as quickly as possi- 
ble, to enableit to open fire. These in turn if foreed 
to retire, rally on the reserve, As an intermediate 
instruction for young soldiers, between the squad 
drill and the school of the company, the school of 
the platoon is introduced, which is especially neces- 
sary on the war footing. The platoon is habitually 
divided into two parte—the front rank, eonstitut- 
ing.the skirmishers or fighting line, and the rear. 
Tank the supports. The compauy on a’ war footing 
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has a normal order of three lines or échelons, while 
in peace it has but two. 

The first tacties used by our artillery were those 
brought from France by Louis De Toussard, a 
French officer who came with Lafayetie and was 
appointed Major Commandant of the new battalion 
of artillery formed in 1790. In 1808 Col. Williams, 
of the Engineers, published a pamphlet translation 
of a work upon field artillery tactics procured by 
Davies, our Minister to France, from General 
Kosciusko. This was for the benefit of the light 
artillery, known as “‘red-legged infantry,” or ‘‘cop- 
per-heads,” from the glaring ornament on their 
caps. An ‘ Officer of U. 8S. Artillery,” in 1812, 
published a new edition, enlarged so as to include 
heavy guns. Little in the way_of artillery tactics 
was taught until 1826, when a board, with General 
Scott as president, adopted a ‘‘System of Exervises 
and Instructions for Field Artillery.”” These 
brought the piece and its caisson together in manwu- 
vres ; before they: were, whether in line or on the 
march, separated by a distance of twenty-eight 
yards. In 1840 Captain, afterwards General An- 
derson, introduced a system adapted to the present 
style of carriages, which were introduced into our 
service about that time. Compactness, simplicity 
and greater facility of movement were the improve- 
ments introduced. A new edition, revised by a 
board of artilléry officers, was issued in 1845, and 
they were again amended in 1859 by a board consist- 
ing of French, Barry and Hunt, the revision being 
done by the last two named, French rearranging 
the bugle calls. By this work the artillery officer 
was for the first time made independent of the tac- 
tics for the infantry and cavalry. Previous to 1850 
instruction in heavy artillery was limited toa few 
lessons in loading and firing, and mechanical 
manuvres were unknown. A board to prepare a 
system of heavy artillery instruction was ordered in 
1845, but did nothing, owing to the Mexican War. 
Another board was appointed in 1849, and produced 
a system which was substantially the same as that 
now in use, modifications having been made from 
time to time as changes in the guns made them 
necessary. 
The United States system of cavalry tactics, 
slightly modified, is that of the French service, 
translated and authorized in 1841 by Secretary of 
War Poinsett. This system was adopted because of 
its peculiar adaptation to the light cavalry as dis- 
tinguished from the heavy cavalry of Europe. 
During the War of the Rebellion, however, there 
were few cavalry charges, the nature of the warfare 
and the topography of the battlefields admitting of 
few such movements. Each brigade detached a 
regiment to cover its whole front with a chain of 
skirmishers that often exceeded a half a mile in 
length; two more regiments followed in line behind 
each wing, about 200 yards apart, with sabres 
drawn; the rest of the brigade then formed a third 
line. The cavalry were chiefly occupied in making 
recounoissances, covering retreats, and picketing 
approaches. By far the greater part of ac- 
tual fighting was done on foot. The cavalry thus 
became a kind of mounted infantry masking under 
the cavalry ‘‘instructions for dismounted fight- 
ing.” The men, dismounting from their saddles, 
were fresh fora run. When they had pushed the 
enemy and crowded him back, the led horses, now 
rested, were brought up and pursuit was continued. 
Retreats were covered in a like effective manner. 
The advance of an army was protected by a skir- 
mish line of dismounted cavalry so thinly drawn 
out that 10,000 men would covera tront of five 
miles, and yet even the most daring of the enemy 
would hesitate to break through the ranks that 
might be so readily concentrated in one spot. In 
1869 a Board was ordered at Fort Leavenworth to 
assimilate the tactics for the three arms. General 
J. M. Schofield was President, Generals J. H. Potter 
and; Wesley Merritt, and Major James Van Voast 
and Brevet. Colonel John Hamilton, members. This 
was followed by the adoption, July 17, 1873, of 
Upton’s Tactics for Artillery and Cavalry, as 
‘aastmilated to thoso previously adopted tor the in- 
fantry.

THE PEARL RIVER HARBOR. 


A CLOSER examination of the grant to the United 
States, of the harbor of Pearl River in the Hawaiian 
Islands, shows a condition of affairs much less 
satisfactory than was generally supposed to exist. 
By the supplementary convention with Hawaii 
duly proclaimed, Nov. 9, 1887, the Government 
of the United States was granted the exclusive 
right to enter and improve this harbor and to 
establish there a coaling and repair station. 
No provision was made fer an alienation of terri- 
tory or cession of jurisdiction, and the harbor still 
remains, with the contiguous territory, under 
Hawaiian jurisdiction. 

Farthermore, the treaty has been interpreted to 
mean that the grant of exclusive righ’s, etc., 
continues only during the time the treaty remains 
in force, which is seven years. After that period 
the treaty can be terminated at the will of either of 
the contracting parties. Should, then, the United 
States proceed to improve this harbor, and to es- 
tablish on its shore a coaling station, it would be 
doing all of this work to a Hawaiian port, which 
must be left undefended, and, consequently, uzeless 
either asa harbor of refuge or a naval station in 
time of war. By the time the works were fully 
completed the seven years would elapse, and the 
exclusive rights would cease to hold good, and the 
benefit of all the work upon the harbor go to a 
foreigv, even if a friendly, nationality. Even were 
the treaty continued, the tenure of this country 
would be very uncertain. The value of the treaty 
to Hawaii depends upon the special privileges 
granted her to enter her sugar duty free, and the 
question of the general removal of duties from all 
sugar is being agitated, aud the reduction of sugar 
duties is even more generally advocated. 

Were the grant of exclusive rights to the harbor 
of Pearl River permanent, its value to the United 
States would still be much less than at first esti- 
mated. From the latest charts published by the 
Hydrographic Office, we find that the bar of Pearl 
River harbor is of white sand and coral, mainly the 
latter, with e depth of water ranging from nine to 
twelve feet, and a rise and fall of tide of only 
two feet. Once inside, there is a depth of water 
of thirty feet, which can be carried to Ford’s 
Island in the East Loch. From the estimates made 
in 1873 by competent engineers it was found that it 
would take a very large sum of money to make a 
ship channel of sufficient width and a depth of 
twenty-six feet over the bar. Even about this cost 
there is a great uncertainty, as the difficulties of 
working in coral are great, and the experienve 
gained by the attempt to open a similar channel in 
the Midway Islands shows how varying a substance 
submarine coral is to blast. With the cost that 
would result in opening the harbor and the expend- 
iture necessary for a coaling depot, we would still 
find the outlay made upon a foreign port which we 
could not fortify and which in war time would be 
subject to the restrictions of neutral obligations. 
We could not afford to assume its defence with a 
naval force, for that would involve a permanent 
detachment from our fleet and make of this place a 
source of weakness instead of strength. 

It has been said that the possession by as of the 
exclusive right to this harbor will keep other powers 
away. This is rather a favorite policy with some 
of our people and has been well termed “the dog 
in the manger policy.” But even this is already 
provided for in the second clause of Article IV. of 
the treaty proper, which requires that Hawaii shall 
not lease, create a lien, or otherwise dispose of any 
port or harbor, or grant any special rights of use or 
privilege therein toany other Power, State or Gov- 
ernment. 

There is then left but two conditions which will 
make this grant of any importance or real value to 
us; one is the absolute cession to us of the harbor 
forever, with the territory immediately about it and 
with the necessary rights of sovereignty; the other 
is the annexation of the whole group and its admis- 
sion into the Union as a State or territory.’ We 





believe that both in Hawaii and in the United 














States the popular feeling, is tending towards this 
Jatter consummation.

Tue House Committee on Pensions report in favor 
of the passage of the bill granting a pension of $50 
to the widow of Colonel Robert N. Scott, late U. S.

“Surgeon O'Reilly, of the Army, who wa, 
for years his physician, states: ‘1 look on his death 
as being as much caused by his eutire devotion to 
the Government service as though be had been 
killed in battle.’ Services of a quasi extra-official 
character like these by Colonel Scott, and of eque] 
difficulty and importance, performed thruugh a 
series of years and with so total a disregard of the 
limitations of prudence and duty, are not compen- 
sated for by mere pay and allowances. Nor, while 
the country neithers exacts nor desires of its 
agents unreasonable service, can it afford to allow 
patrivtic sacrifice to go unrecognized. It is plain 
that th's officer, in his enthusiastic devotion to 
duty, the performance of which he felt could 
neither be shared noe delayed, went down to his 
grave before his time, deprivivg the country of 
superior talents espscially trained and prematurely 
removing from his family their protection and sup- 
port. The committee, having a just appreciation 
of Colonel Scott’s labors, aad believing that ex- 
cessive devotion to duty is not likely to grow intoa 
habit so common as to become a burdensome pre- 
cedent, think it reasonable that the peasion to his 
widow should, as asked, be increased to the moder- 


ate sum of $50 per month; and they recommend 


the passage of the bill to chat end.” This is all true, 
and we trust that Congress will accept the views of 
this Committee and act promptly on the bill before 
them. They should remember that Mra. Scott is not 
only the widow but the daughter of a soldier, and. 
besides ber busband and father, her brothers have 
brothers have rendered important servicesin the 
Army and Navy. This is an incidental argumentin 
favor of a bill which may justly be accepted on its 
own inherent merits.

Loyal League are justly indignant at the suggestion 
of the New York Herald, which we last week 
quoted, to the effect that General Sheridan's visit 
to Boston was of political significance. A member 
of the Order says, inalettertous: “It ia difficult 
to say whether surprise or indignation was the most 
pronounced emotion when it was read by our com- 
pavions. If ever a visit was infended to be, or was, 
free from any political taint, it was that of General 
Sheridan here last week. It was the fulfilment of 
a promise made months ago, and was as purely and 
exclusively social as any visit could possibly be, 
For some years our Commandery has been trying to 
secure the presence of the Commander-in Chief at 
one of its mectings, without success, until now. 
Twice, while Gen. Hancock held that position, a re- 
ception was planned, and as often given up, ou ac- 
eount of some bereavement in his family. General 
Sheridan’s visit is the first to us of the Commander- 
in-Chief, and was merely the fulfilment of a long- 
cherished purpose of ours.”” We may add that 
neither General Sheridan nor bis hosts are respon- 
sible iu any way for the gossip which connects tbe 
name of Gen. Sheridan with the Presidency. Those 
who know him best and understand bis real senti- 
mentin the matter, would be glad to see it discon- 
tinued, but it is one of the burdens of greatness 
which he must bear. To quote what Gen. W. F. 
Smith says in the North American Review for Feb- 
ruary, with a different application: * The reason 
for thia is that the great captain combines all the 
talentsand genius necessary to make men eminent 
in the other walks of life, and iu addition he must 
possess rare powers of physical endurance and a 
personal courage which 1s exceptional in degree. 
To the profundity of the philosopher he must add 
the qualities of a statesman, as policy is an element 
which must enter into bis plans for 2 campaign.” 








Tae attaches of the Army have been attract- 
ing an unusual amount of newspaper attention 
this week. A Washington despatch of Feb. 1 says: 
“Miss Maggie Ryan, a daughter of aclerkin the 
Quartermaster-General’s office, after taking a walk 
with one suitor, Feb. 4, went to the Peonsyivania 
Railroad Station, where she met a young man 
named Patrick Moynahan, with whom she went to 
Baltimore, and, according to a prearranged pian, 
was married to him in the cathedral in tbat city.

Tug, Phiiadelphia Inquirer says: : “Those friends 
of the late John Roach, and their name is legion, 
who remained steadfast in their belief in his ekill as 
2 shipbuilder in epite of the persistent attacks made 
upon him in connection with the four vessels built 
for the Goveroment, have at last practical proof 
that their confidence was not misplaced. The At- 
lanta, the best abused ship of the quartette, has 
been put toatest which few vessels belonging to 
the navies of Europe would have come through so 
trieumphactly. The Atiania bas been bumped 
ashore. with more than ordinary violence. The fact 
of her having come off without cracking her plates 
or atarting a rivet is a practical proof that John 
Roach put good material into his ships. The Naval 
Advisory Board, which superintended the construc- 
tion of the four Roach ships, has now orders to close 
up alt work on those vessels, which shows that the 
Government is satiafied that they meet the require- 
menta of the Service. One of the prognostications 
regarding the Atlanta was that ‘if she touched the 
ground and the water only left ber six inches some- 
thing would be sure to break, either a frame or 
bracket plate, from the inherent weakness of her 
construction.’ A great deal was made about the 
report of Captain Bunce regarding the inability of 
the vessel to stand the repeated shocks of the explo< 
sion of her heavy guus, but it was afterwards 
proved that the slight derangement of some of the 
ioterior fittings after tke firing was quite local and 
bad nothing whatever to do with the strength of 
the exterior hull.” 














Tue inventor of the Maxim Automatic Gun has 
presented to the Navy Department two of these 
pieces, with a request that they be subjected to the 
usual tests and trials, with a view to the adoption 
of the gun into the Navy. Although the inventor 
is an American, the gun in its present perfected 
shape has never before been exhibited in this coun- 
try. The length of the light rifle calibre gun is four 
feet six incbes over all. The working of the piece 
is, briefly, as follows: The gun barrel has a motion 
parallel with the axis of bore of seven-eighths inch, 
this being the distance moved bythe recoil. At the 
first discharge, which is effected by the attendant, 
the recoiling barrel acts as a lever, unlocking the 
breech plug, withdraws the empty case, and brings 
a freah cartridge in line with the bore. The mo- 
mentum of the crank aftached to the breech plug 
completes the revolution, and fires the cartridge 
as it is pushed home, when the process is repeated. 
A 3-pounder gun has been constructed for use in the 
English Navy capable of firmg one hundred and 
fifty rounds a minute with a muzzle velocity of two 
thousand feet per second. 





CAPTAIN ZALINSKI, 5th Artillery, by invitation of 
Secretary Endicott, delivered an exceedingly inter- 
esting andinstructive lecture upon the pneumatic 
torpedo gun, the torpedo shell! and fuses, at the War 
Department on the 10th inst. The lecture took place 
in the large library room of the north wing, which 
is vacant temporarily by reason of the transfer of 
the library to the west wing. By the aid ot views, 
models, etc., coupled with bis intelligent manuer of 
desoription, the lecturer succeeded not only in inter- 
eating the distinguished audience, but in demon- 
strating the great value of his important invention.

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TAOTICS OF THE AMERICAN WAR. 

We have before us an article taken from a news- 
paper publisbed in Ladia which presents the same 
views concerning our great American war as those 
expressed by the officer of the British Army whose 
Opinion were given in the letter quoted in the 
Journat of Jan. 2. This writer says: 


“ It is curious to note bow little attention bas been 
devoted totbe study of the fighting of this most 
bloody of modern wars; aud yet 1t would seem that 
the records of these campaigns, fought out to the 
bitterend by men of our own Anglo-Saxon races, 
would bea far more likely source of information 
from which to deduce the theory of an attack 
formation specially designed to meet our nerds, 
than the bistories of struggles between French aud 
Germans or Russians and Tarks, Von Moltke is re- 
a to have said that, ‘nothing was to be learnt 

rom the struggle of two afmed mobs;' if that is 
realiy the case, which we venture to doubt exdeed- 
ingly, the great strategist must ere this have been 
sorry heever spoke, for, armed mobs or not, both 
Southern and Northern troops bore, aud bore vic- 
toriously, a percentage of loss, before whica even 
the best c isciplined troops tp Germany, the Prussian 
Guard Corps, failed to make beadway. Actually, 
though the armament was inferior, the percentage 
of bits was someone Ser higher tban in breech- 
loading campaigns. ere is no action on record 
during recent years in which the losses rose so high 
aud jo so sbort a time as in the American figbte. 

“Scberff's great priuvciple is this: * Within the 
zove of heavy loss (say between 600 and $00 yards) 
no troops cau stand their ground for more than five 
minutes, Therefore, the supporting line must 
never be at a greacer distance from the fighting one 
than it can cover inside of this five minutes,’ or say 
500 yards. 

“ Without knowing anything of this principle the 
Americans generally worked it out in practice 
pretty successfully. The 2d line came up in the best 
order thes could and carried the wreck of the firat 
on with it; if they were stopped the rererve did the 
sawe fcr them and either broke, too, or succeeded. 
The principle that every attack should be prepared 
by artillery fire, though known, was yet imper- 
fectly understood, ond the want of artillery and 
still more the dificvity of the ground frequently 
led toits being disregarded; but the neglect was 
dearly paid for as u rule. 

“As tbe war went on, the necessity of putting in 
meu in greater numbers, viz., providing by succes- 
sive lines 6, 8 and even 10 men per yard of frent, 
made itself more and more felt, and at last whole 
corps were vent to the attack on a front of over 
8,000 yards and in five successive lines. There was 
nothing in toe Franco-German war to compare to 
these monster attucks in that campaign. 

“Avother poiut also was established by experi- 
ence, viz., that once av advance is commenced, apy 
stopping to fire is to be aeprecated: the impulse 
forward is inst. and cau only be recommuoicated 
by the pressure of fresh troops from the rear. Be- 
sides it leads to an enormous increase in the losses. 
Iu a geveral action the bulk of firing is recessarily 
excessively inaccurate, for on the one side the de 
fenders’ verves bave been shaken by artilleryfire,aud 
on the other, excitement, and the exertion of ran- 
ning forward, uvstesdies both hand and eye to such 
a degree that very little result is to be boped for 
from.tbe attacking fire against targets the size of 
those exposed by troops well posted on the defen- 


sive. 

“ Physically, it is practically impossible for men 
fresb off tbe road and carrying beavy kits to run 
1,000 to 1.500 yards, or even half that distance, and 
morally it has been found impracticable to make 
jufantry advance under fire without the encourage- 
ment of tbe sound of their own firing. In fact, the 
distance mev will march under fire without return- 
ing it, varies direetly with the quality of their dis- 
cipline and courage—a fact of great importance in 
applyig tbe American experience to our own use. 

“From thie moment the attack advances by a suc 
cession of waves, line after line 1s thrown into the 
struggle and witb each reinforcement gains ground 
some bundred yards or so to the front; when at 
last the limit at which decisive fire really com- 
mences, is reached, the fire is raised to its utmost 1p- 
tensity for a few moments, and then either obeying 
its own impulse on the impetus of fresh troops trou 
the rear, the whole rushes forward and clears the 
enemy's position to its furtber limit, when it throws 
itself down and gee by fire only; the duty of 
further advanoe being undertaken by a fresh body 
ef troops, usually the reserve, if it has not itself been 
previously expended. 

“It will be seen that except in its being more 
scientifically put together, this German attack is 
practically precisely similar to that employed by 
the Americans, with the sole difference that the 
breecbloadcr bas conferred on the assailants the au- 
vantage of being able to make a more extenided use 
of their weapons and has reduced to a certain ex 
tent the d‘sads antage of baving to halt. It bas not 
compensated the defenders tu the same extent, for 
by the use of entrenchments it was always possible 
to toem to 1ncrease the intensity of fire by a large 
number of successive ranks under vover. 

“ Had wein 1871, been thoroughly well informed 
as to the methods employed across the Atlantic, we 
should have seen at once that the new weapons did 
not necessarily entail ony alteration io principle in 
our drill book ; and, with a little alteration in de- 
tail, he ve attained at one bound toa point of effici- 
enoy pot reached even in Germany till several yeurs 
after the war. Instead of that we allowed oursel 


“to be frightened by the pamphlets of a number o

The 3" rifle speaks, or has spoken for itself. Al- 
though from force of circumstances, and trom the 
fuct that the Ordnance Department has never coo- 
structeiarifieguo for the Artillery to take the 
place of the light 12-pounder, the 8” rifle had to be 
used as a light field guv, and bas in time become 
recogvized as such in our Service; it wa» not origina: 
ally intended for this purpose, but to replace the 
old 6-pounder, which was the horse artillery gun of 
our system in 1861. (See Drill, aud Ordnance Man- 
uals of that date). To secure the necessary weight 
of pesceswas, that of the gun bed to be diminished 
and their number decreased, but though the pum- 
ber was originally fixed at one-fifth less, their weight 
was just that much greater than for the §-pounder. 
In tiwe, as the weight permissible for a light field 
gun greatly exceeded that for horse artillery, this 
pumber was increased to 72 rounds, some of them 
weighing 10.5 pounds, and two seats weighing 106 
pounds were added to the carriage. Even then the 
total weight was 74 pounds less thau that for the old 
ligbt 12 pounder, with only 32 rounds, 

The couversion of this lutter gun would have se- 
cured us ove of almost exactly the same calibre as 
that which was secured by the artillery engineers of 
all military nations, end forthe same reasons, and 
the standurd projectile then recognized would have 
weighed 15.2 pounds. 

White the new B. L. 3.2 light fleld gun may be 
accepted as av improvement upon the old 3" horse 
artillery guo, how much of an improvement is it 
upop euch a light field gua as would have resulted 
from the conversion of the old light 12, or upon 
such as were actually produced in every country in 
Europe? 

The most important feature of the table is the fact 
thatthe old time gentlemen did not require addi- 
tional weight in their systems of conversion. 
They recoguized the fuct that the measure 
of mobility did not permit this.

THE BUFFINGTON SIGHT. 

Mr. ©. F. Lows, whose letter on the Buffington 
siglit we referred to Jan. 28, isa bright, irrepressi 
ble man, who isa first-class shot, but of a critical 
disposition, which brings him into disfavor with 
the vovservative English riflemen. Any project, 
therefore, which is endorsed by bim appears to be 
handicapped from that fact. With reference to 
this sight a well known rifle expert says in a letter 
to us: “[ have never had any personal experience 
in regard to the Buffington sight, but [ am told that 
the Army men who had it at Creedmoor and have 
used it on the Plains do not consider that it amounts 
to much. They think that it wobbles so that it is 
not rehable and is apt to get out of order. It cer- 
tainly does not appear to me to bea practical mili- 
tary sight for the rough usage which a military rifle 
has to encounter, and therefore I cannot help think 
that the British authorities are not entirely wrong 
in rejecting it. My own judgment is that every 
military rifle should have two kinds of sighte—one, 
au elevating sight ranged with a vernier screw so as 
to be capable of nice adjustments and accurate 
firing atasmall mark, as, for exumple, a loophole 
in an earthwork, or in sharpshooting at long dis- 
tances, with a wind gauge moved byascrew. The 
idea of a theodolite screw, recommended by Major 
Bryan, as mentioned in Mr. Lowe's letter of July 26, 
is a first-class idea for such a rear sight. This sight, 
however, is only fit for fiae work, and it would be 
of no value iu battle, or even upon a skirmieh line. 
ln fact, 1 think that the prevent system followed in 
ski:mish practice, in which the existing sigbt on 
the Springfield is adjusted from time to time at each 
fifty yards, is an error, on the ground that troops 
advancing under fire would never be uble to use it, 
and the men should not be taught todo ina tine 
of peace what they would not do in time of war.” 
The method of getting the elevation by sighting 
down the barrel described in General’s Wingate’s 
book on the Yellowstone is well worthy of consid- 
eration. We should be glad te receive suggestions 
ou this subject from our readers for the bevefit 
of all.

COMPANY DRILLS IN THE N. Y. GUARD. 


Co. H, uth Regt., lst Lieut. Colline.—This company, which 
has on its roll about 50 men, mnstered on Feb. 20, 14 men for 
drill, a poor showing for a body of men who geverally have 
their evenings for themselves, The company was formed 
in single rank and executed the manual very poorly. Some 
of the men fafled to go through the motions atalland did 
not pay vr hepa w= to the instructions. In fix and unfis 
bayonets they made no attemvt to execute it properly. The 

uides should not retire to the rear when the company is 

tilling in the manual of arms. The company in marching 
in column of fours, single rank, did not keep the proper dis- 
tance between the fours and in marching bY the right or 
left flank the men had too much distance The right ruide 
should not change his position when marching by the flank, 
and in the reading and firing, the guides retired at the word 
load when they should bave remained at their posts until 
the command dy. The men should be a to pay 
more attention to the instruct>r who explained every order 
in a manner which any wan could unde*stand. Indifference 
and inattention to duty should not be permitted. 

Co. G, Tist Regt., Capt. J. E. Place.—This company drilled 
on Monday, Feb. 8, with six files, a very small turnout for a 
company with some 45 men ou its roll. The manual of arms 
was executed in r style and the men did not pay proper 
attention to the instructions from the commandant, who 
certainly explained every movement in a thorough manner, 
No snap was shown by the men in the execution of the com. 
maaods. The wheelings on the mareh were bad and the pivot 
map, instead of i sing bis step and describing the arc of 
a circle. marked time in bis place and then gave way to the 
rear. men also failed to look tothe marching flank. 
The command left front into line was badly executed, the 
third four going on the wrong flank. The movement on 
right into line, double time, was also badly executed for the 
same reason. In forming fours right oblique from single 
rank, the men spoiled the movement from lack of attention. 
The men failed to preserve their parallelism and alignment. 
Before going through the loadings and firings the instructor 
should examine the pieces, and after the firing has ceased 
the instructor should give the command posts, and not 
march the company until the se nts had resumed their 
proper places. The guides should not retire at the word 
load, but at the command ready. In the skirmish drill at 
the command tothe rear the men should al] turn to the 
right. Some of them turned to the left, and in firing the 
meu should fire to the front and not to the rear, and in the 
rally by fours the men should fire to the front, or so as to 
cover the pens enemy, instead of firing in all directions, 
which would inevitably result in killing theirown men. If 
the men ever desire to drili properly they must pay strict 
attention to the instructors and take an interest in the drill.

Tae Secretary of War, Feb. 8, transmitted to Congress a 
tabulated statement of the military force of the U sited 
States, which shows thit atthe last returns there were &2 
general officers, 1,105 officers of the general staff, 1,638 offi- 
cers of the regimental field and staff and 5,385 company offi- 
cers, making a totat of 8,210 commissioned officers. There were 
18,831 non-commissioved officers, 2,900 musicians and 71,396 
peewee, making ia ail 92,627 enlisted men, aud a grand total 
officers and men) for the militia force of 100,887 men. The 
number of men available for military duty (unorganized) is 
set aown at 7,920,768, but in some cases the figures are based 
upon estimates made in the War Department.
